1 Why should I wear one of your 
J. Gore-Tex*parkas instead of a 
60/40 parka or my nylon rain gear? 


An Early Winters Gore-Tex parka is more than 
just a rain coat. It may well be the most versa- 
tile piece of clothing you will ever wear. No 
combination of rain or wind wear can give you 
the comfort and protection of a single Early 
Winters parka. 

Each combines the weight of a windbreaker, 
the rain protection of North Atlantic foulweather 
gear and the breathability of Gore-Tex laminated 
fabric to keep you dry on the inside as well. 

Early Winters Gore-Tex parkas are cut from 
specially developed patterns for full freedom of 
action and honest good looks. They incorpor- 
ate many unique features to give you state-of- 
art, high performance outdoor wear. 


€ How is it that your Gore-Tex 

clothing can protect me from 
wind, rain and my own body’s 
moisture? 


Because they're made from Gore-Tex laminated 
fabrics. A thin membrane of expanded PTFE 
(the same resin from which Teflon is made) is 
laminated between two layers of fabric. This 
membrane has pores which are too small to 
allow liquid water to pass through; yet are 
large enough to let water vapor—like that given 
off by your body—to pass freely out. 

An Early Winters Gore-Tex parka will keep 
you dry in the heaviest downpour, At the same 
time it'll let your body vapor out to prevent the 
clammy condensation that forms inside of nor- 
mal rain gear. 


Fy Why do people wear your Gore- 
aP Tex®jackets even when it isn’t 
raining? 


Early Winters Gore-Tex parkas stop the wind 
better than any windbreaker ever made. That’s 
why you'll see them used on windy ridges, on 
cold desert mornings, or just around town on 
nippy days. Their good looks and warm, wind- 
breaking ability make them just the thing even 
when the skies are clear. 


P, What exactly is a Gore-Tex lam- 
it inate and how is it made? 


Gore-Tex laminates are made by W.L. Gore & 
Associates in Elkton, Maryland. 

For a more comprehensive discussion of how 
Gore-Tex works and the composition of the 
laminates, see the "Gore-Tex Story” beginning 
on page 19. 

The exact process by which the PTFE resin 
is stretched to form the Gore-Tex membrane, as 
well as the method of laminating the membrane 
to the fabrics is literally kept behind closed steel 
doors, Only a select handful of people in the 
world know the secret of its manufacture. 


Will I ever sweat in my Gore-Tex 
parka? 


Sweating is your body’s way of cooling itself 
when you’re overheated. You can sweat wearing 
just a T-shirt on a hot day. You can also sweat 
when you're exercising strenuously in a Gore- 
Tex parka. A Gore-Tex parka can’t keep you 
from sweating ... but it will let the water vapor 
given off by your body pass through the fabric, 


This means that you won't get the condensation 
inside your Early Winters Gore-Tex parka that 
you'd get if you were wearing regular rain gear. 

You'll be significantly more comfortable in 
an Early Winters parka than in regular rain gear. 


# What sort of care should I give my 
Early Winters Gore-Tex parka? 


Don’t be afraid to wash your Gore-Tex parka. 
You should wash it occasionally to keep it 
clean, good looking, and in top shape. 

Wash the parka in warm water with Ivory 
Snow. Drip or tumble dry at moderate heat. Do 
not dryclean, Stubborn spots and stains can be 


removed with K2R spot remover. 
Fi How long can I expect my Gore- 
Tex gear to last? 
With normal care, longer than regular rain gear, 
Because the all-important Gore-Tex mem- 
brane is protected between two layers of fabric, 


it can’t peel off or abrade away as often happens 
with normal, coated-nylon rain gear. 


» Why do you make parkas from 
more than one kind of Gore-Tex 
laminate? 


Our Gore-Tex parkas of sparkling, lightweight 
Hytron nylon are intended for outdoor use 
where weight is of utmost concern. Mountaineers 
and bicyclists in particular will appreciate the 
tremendous protection which these parkas give 
with so little weight and bulk. 

Our parkas made from nylon Tasian look and 
feel much like 60/40 cloth or cotton poplin. They 
weigh somewhat more than would the same 
parka in Hytron. The Taslan is quieter, softer, 
and more resistant to abrasion. 

The choice is yours. For ultimate, lightweight 
performance, choose a parka of the Hytron, For 
a softer, more traditional look and feel, pick a 


Taslan jacket or parka. 
9 Why do all of your parkas have 
a” zippers under the arms? 


Remember question 5 about sweat? Well... the 
convenient, protected zipper vents under the 
arms of our Gore-Tex parkas let you vent off 
excess heat as it forms, If you don’t become 
overheated, you won't be sweaty and uncom- 
fortable.

1 Why do the hoods on your 
parkas have two different 

sets of draw cords? 


This is another feature unique to Early Winters 
Gore-Tex parkas. 

The inside draw cord holds the hood to your 
head and allows it to turn as you turn your head. 
On windy days you can leave the hood completely 
open for a full view; yet it won’t blow back off 
your head, i 

The outer draw cord closes down the hood 
in foul weather. It gives you good face protec- 
tion in blowing rain and snow.
